AT BUTTON FACTORY 


One Owned by Mr. 
Roesling Is 


Over an Inch in Diam 


eter 


• At the pearl button factory yester- 
day 
afternoon, a large 
beautiful 


pearl. 
the property of one .of the 


IVoesllngs, was being "skinned," as 
the. process of removing the outer 
opaquo 
covering, 
which sometimes 


envelops them. Is called. 
Although 


this pearl Is not perfectly round, but 
Is disc shaped. It Is beautifully shad- 
ed and a valuable specimen. 
This 


peculiar 
covering which Is found 


either partially or wholly surround- 
ing most pearls grows or forms In 
layers, much llko the outer layers of 
an onion. 
Tho substance Is of a 


whitish coloring and must be 
re- 


moved before the pearl Is of much 
value or beauty. 
It Is often found 
that this covering hides a defect In 
the shape or surface of the pearl It- 
self. 
In pealing It off great care 


must be taken not to scratch the del- 
icate surface which lies beneath. 


Thflee Kinds 
The best pearls are found without 


this covering and they are usually 
fotind near the outer edge of the 
shell and can bo felt In the folds of 
the clam. 
Then there are "hinge" 


pearls, which grow out from 
the

It from Its natural state to the fin- 
ished product are now being put in 
readiness for the work soon eo be- 
gin. 


Reducing the Corn. 
The most Interesting part of tho 
process, perhaps. Is after the kernels 
have been removed from the ears In 
tho cutting machine, then through 
na apparatus called a "sllker," tho 
use of wlhch Is 
explained 
by its 


name, from here to the "mixer" and 
next to tho machinery that fllls tho 
empty cans. 


All of thla Intricate apparatus • Is 


automatic and nina with a certainty 
that Is remarkable, and Its -workings 
aro almost Hfo like in the results ob- 
tained. 
Tho filling apparatus feeds 


a continuous string of empty 
cans 


that slide down a, long chute, and the 
regular rate Is an avcrace of 70 cans 
per minute, or when the machinery 
Is at work, an average of 00 cans per 
minute Is maintained. 
There 
are 


two separate "lines" 
of machinery 


for this work so that twice the given 
number of cans are continually being 
filled and closed In 
that 
space of 


time. 


Twelve Closed at Once. 
The full tins are now nm alone a 
carrier and go through tho "fluxer", 
the object of this apparatus 
being 


apparent, and then, twelve at a timo 
are moved onto tho "capper" where 
the tin tops are put In place, and tho 
cans soldered. 
They aro then car- 


ried to tho "tipper" which closes the 
tiny nlr hole In the- top of the can. 
This is tho end of the first process 
and the cans are air tight and ready 
to be cooked In the big retorts or ket- 
tles.

sons to be In direct contravention to 
the oath of allegiance to the L'nlted 
States government. The 
significant 


part of the typographical union oath 
Is the following: 


"I hereby solemnly and sincerely 


swear that my fidelity to the union 
nnd my duty to the members thereof 
shall In no sense be Interfered with 
by any allegiance I may now or here 
after owe to any other organization, 
social, political or religious." 


One Explanation. 


While nothing can be gained from 


any official here beyond the statement 
that this action Is merely taken to put 
the per diem employes on the same 
basis as those employed by the year, 
It Is 'confidently believed here that this 
action will enable the government to 
hold every member of a union who at- 
tempts to strike guilty of a violation 
of his oath. All the employes of tho 
government printing olllce hereby.are 
put In the same relation to the gov- 
ernment under the oath to serve It 
faithfully as the employes of the oth 
er departments. . 


Believe Miller Will Stay.

under an oath of allegiance to tho
